conveyor belt though the dirt with a tractor while Jenni- 

fer Berkenbosch, Ruth Vriend, and | kneel into the dark, 
clumpy soil of the three-acre Vriend farm to pick out Yukon 
Gold potatoes. Several of the potatoes are larger than my out- 
stretched hand, and | pull back a couple times, startled at the 
sight of a bee or a spider. As we work, Jennifer and I talk about 
her and James's search for land to expand Sundog Organic 
Farm, and the joy the visual artist has found in her new work 
with her family. On her hip is a baby monitor, scratched and 
dirty from outdoor use, from which her youngest son Eli, 
inside the nearby house, gurgles and babbles to his stuffed 
bear. In a little over an hour, we harvest the last of their po- 
tatoes, about 500 pounds’ worth, including seed potatoes 
for next year. 

As I look up at the overcast sky, a strong, cold wind blows 
my scarf around my head. The market garden has already 
seen a little frost this year, and with temperatures expected 
to hit -3 degrees this week, Jennifer and James are nearing the 
end of their harvest season. This weekend is their last at the 
Downtown Farmers’ Market. 

As a city girl, the thought that some food options disappear 
after the fall is completely foreign to me. I've recently become 
a sporadic local food shopper, and it's jarring to think about 
my options decreasing as winter sinks in. I have to wonder 
what would happen if I didn’t have the option of switching 
to more imported food in the winter. Could the market gar- 
dens and farms in and around Edmonton supply urban eaters 
year round? 

The answer, of course, depends on who you ask. Food has 
become a complex issue, and the question of which method 
of producing food is the most environmentally friendly or 
socially responsible is still hotly debated. But even looking 
simply at the idea of whether we could feed ourselves in the 
event of world food shortages or sky-high fuel costs is a pretty 
prickly question. 

Although the local food movement has grown over the past 


J ames Vriend pulls a long metal harvester resembling a 





few years, and Edmonton's farmers’ markets will no doubt be 
packed with shoppers buying their Thanksgiving feast this 
weekend, it’s not completely mainstream yet. Provincewide, 
according to Agriculture Alberta, about $5 to $7 million worth 
of produce was sold directly by farmers at markets in 2008. 
Overall, local vegetables represented $8 to $12 million worth 
of produce sold last year, but Alberta imported over $240 mil- 
lion in vegetables. 

Becky Lipton is a researcher, consultant, and member of the 
Greater Edmonton Alliance, a social justice group with a focus 
on preserving local farmland. She flatly admits the farms and 
market gardens around Edmonton couldn't feed the entire city 
all year round. At least not yet. 

She describes the problem as cyclical: there aren’t enough 
farmers to feed all of Edmonton because so far, there hasn't 
been enough of a market for local food. She's currently 
working on a provincial apprenticeship program that con- 
nects young urban people interested in farming with local 
operations, in the hopes of increasing the amount of food 
grown locally. 4 

Getting help from experienced farmers is vital, says Jennifer. 
When we first arrive at the Vriend farm, Ruth hands James a 
list of vegetables ready for harvest that day. James's parents 
Ruth and Dennis Vriend are teaching the new farming couple 
the ropes. The older couple lives on the organic farm in semi- 
retirement, while the younger couple works the land and lives 
in town with their two boys. 

Ruth jokes that she’s just interfering, and that James already 
knows how to farm. At 65, Ruth says she vewntenel more 
as a resource for questions and creative problem+solving. Of 
course, that didn’t stop her from working full-time in the field 
this summer. 

“We have a real advantage because we have family support,” 
says Jennifer. She’s learned a lot from Ruth — not only about 
how to farm but also how to preserve and prepare the berries 
and vegetables into jams and sauces that will last her and her 
family through the coming winter. 
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of feeding itself seems obvious to urban farmer Ron 
Berezan, and that’s partly because from his perspec- 
tive, everyone can contribute to their own food supply. 

“Our grandparents lived on their gardens year-round,” he 
says optimistically. “It was only a couple generations ago.” 

On this fall evening, there's a slight drizzle and the smell of 
wood chips wafting toward his red and green duplex not far 
from Little Italy on 93rd Street. Berezan has turned his entire 
backyard into a garden, and this Thanksgiving, that backyard 
will provide him with potatoes and carrots, squash for soup, 
and kale for a salad. The rosemary, thyme, oregano, and pars- 
ley he cooks with will also have been grown and harvested by 
his own hands. Even the berry sauce for his ice cream comes 
from his backyard. 

Along the back of the yard, he grows pale along his fence 
in a line about 60 feet long. The technique is called espalier, 
and makes use of an unused alley that had been filled with 
weeds and garbage before Berezan got hold of it. He's also 
turned his neighbour’s lawn in to a “food forest” with fruit 
trees, potatoes, and berries. 

“Tt was great to see it go from a lawn which my neighbour 
just had to cut to something that's edible,” he says as he leans 
down and rubs a Good King Henry plant between two tanned 
fingers, his nails caked in dirt. 

By this time, he’s picked his cherries, as well as the wild rasp- 
berries, saskatoons, and currants. The cherries he's turned

about August to November, about 80 per cent of the pota- 
toes, carrots, cabbage, and other locally available produce 
in Alberta does indeed come from local farms, according to 
Agriculture Alberta. 

“There is local food sold though wholesalers into the gro- 
cery chains,” says Heather Loeppky, the head of local market 
expansion with the province. “It’s not always easy to find, but 
if you ask, it’s there.” 

But while a big grocery store might be the most convenient 
option for consumers like myself, it’s not for producers like 
James. Wholesalers take away much of the control farmers 
and market gardeners have over their produce, he says. The 
wholesaler decides when the vegetables are picked, how they 
are packaged, and how much the vegetables are worth. It’s not 
an attractive option for a small-scale organic farmer. 

“The good thing about the farmers’ market is that you sell 
things when they are ready,” he says. “You also have a rela- 
tionship with the customer.” 

The “eat local” initiative has increased the number and 
variety of people who are coming to the farmers’ markets, 
says Lisa Prkusic, general manager of the Old Strathcona 
Farmers’ Market. 

She thinks there's enough demand out there for more farm- 
ers to market directly to customers, and indeed, more mar- 
kets would have to open if Edmonton wanted to increase the 
amount of local food sold and consumed in the city. But even 
though the Old Strathcona Market has a waiting list for ven- 


feed the whole city on it, but we'd probably get pretty close, at 
least in terms of vegetables.” 

James and Jennifer know from personal experience how im- 
portant good agricultural land is. The couple has been looking 
for a bigger piece of land on which to expand Sundog Organics 
beyond the relatively small two acres they've farmed for the 
past year, but they haven't found anything yet. The land that 
James's parents rented next to their three acres before their 
retirement is currently rented for recreation vehicle storage. 
Although the couple is considering renting the land, James 
doesn’t like the insecurity. Organic certification can take a 
number of years, plus they'd have to make a hefty investment 
in infrastructure, all for a piece of land that could be sold out 
from under them. 

“Who knows what will happen with Edmonton's food secu- 
rity?” James asks. “No one's asking the question of what we 
should do with the land.” 

The couple has looked in other areas around the city, but 
they've found themselves priced out of the market. The price 
of farmland has been steadily increasing in Alberta, according 
to Farm Credit Ganada, which provides business and financial 
services to farmers across the country. Alberta has seen three 
consecutive increases in agricultural land prices over the past 
year and a half, a one per cent increase in the first half of 
2009, and 2.2 per cent and 6.7 per cent increases in 2008. 
The trend isn’t unique to-Alberta, as prices for agricultural 
land increased across the country during the same period.

But it takes a lot of work, both in the garden and in the 
kitchen, to preserve the food. Even with 20 years of experi- 
ence, Berezan grows about half his own food, and still shops 
at grocery stores.

Competition for land around urban centres like Edmonton 
increases prices further. 

“If you just followed what the market says, you would just 
forget it,” James says, “because the market says that we don't 
deserve land.” 

The couple could expand and buy more land if they took on 
investors to raise capital for a land purchase, but that would 
require a much bigger operation, somewhere in the neigh- 
bourhood of 80 or 120 acres, James says, and that’s not a risk 
he wants to take either. With a small farm there's less chance

Bad Times And A Bad Leader 








OUTSIDE POLITICS MAURICE TOUGAS 
UNLIKE KLEIN, STELMACH 
DOESN'T HAVE A BOOM TO 
COVER HIS ARROGANCE AND 
MISMANAGEMENT 





This has been a bad spell for Ed Stel- 
mach, perhaps the worst of his brief 
time at the helm of the colossus that 
is the Progressive Conservative par- 
ty. And considering just how inept 
Stelmach has proven himself to be, 
that’s saying a lot. 

Last week, for example, Auditor 
General Fred Dunn released a scath- 
ing report on the Stelmach govern- 
ment’s profligate spending. The 
worst culprit was Alberta Health, 
which doled out money to its senior 
executives like candy at Halloween. 
When the regional health “fiefdoms,” 
as Dunn called them, were being dis- 
mantled, money gushed out of the 
treasury. The government handed 
out $23 million in compensation to 
senior executives. The worst culprit 
was much-lauded Capital Health 
boss Sheila Weatherhill, who, after 
being told Capital Health was being 
dismantled and absorbed into the 
superboard, handed out $20,000 
“parting gifts,” in Dunn's wonder- 
fully cynical phrase, to 15 departing 
staff. 

So, while the Stelmach govern- 
ment is ordering school boards to 
return surplus money and shutting 
down mental hospitals — squeezing 
schools and vulnerable mentally ill 








people — it rolled over like a puppy 
dog to big money executives. Simply 
appalling. 

While Stelmach’s ineptitude in 
running the government is bad 
enough, fissures are also appearing 
in his control of the party. 

First there was the ejection from 
caucus of Guy Boutilier, the oddball 
MLA for Fort McMurray, whose 
off-the-wall rants against his own 
government were too much for Stel- 
mach.to bear. Boutilier has emerged 
as a hero to some for standing up for 
his constituents, and Stelmach has 


tism. While there was nothing to the 
rumours, the mere fact that it even 
appeared, however briefly, speaks 
volumes about Stelmach’s standing 
in his party. 

And then, the unkindest cut of all. 
Ralph Klein, in a statement to the 
Canadian Press, opined that Stel- 
mach needs 70 per cent approval at 
the party's November convention to 
survive a leadership vote. Klein is a 
spiteful and vindictive little man who 
is likely still bitter that his own party 
turned against him in 2006, giving 
him only 55 per cent approval. It 


70 seats in the legislature — he’s not 
going anywhere. Stelmach is stub- 
born and showing increasing signs 
of arrogance. Consider his response 
to one of Dunn’s most worrisome 
revelations, that the province stands 
to lose $100 million in royalties over 
a dispute with Suncor and Syncrude 
over bitumen royalties. 

Of the $100 million figure, Stel- 
mach sniffed: “He picked a number. 
He just picked it out of the air. It 
could have been $5.” 

Unbelievable. Dunn is an offi- 
cer of the legislature, a respected

come off as an unbending autocrat 
who won't abide criticism. The fact 
that Boutilier deserved to be turfed 
from caucus — hell, | would have 
kicked him out too — isn’t relevant. 
Boutilier looks like the babyface, and 
ex-nice guy Eddie the heel, to use 
wrestling parlance. 

Then there was the stunning result 
of the Calgary-Glenmore byelection 
Not only did the nascent Wildrose 
Alliance win the riding, but also the 
high-profile Tory candidate finished 
third. (The Tories didn’t finish in 
third in any riding in the entire elec- 
tion 2008.) Stelmach is so poorly re- 
garded in Calgary that his own candi- 
date made no mention of him 

Recently, there was a flurry of ru- 
mours suggesting that a number of 
Tory MLAs were thinking of jump- 
ing ship to the Wildrose Alliance. 
This rumour died quickly, because 
all but a handful of Tory MLAs know 
they owe their jobs to the Tory brand 
name and not their personal magne- 
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wasn't an off-the-cuff, Budweiser- 
inspired statement either; it came in 
the form of an e-mail, so he took the 
time to think about it. Klein's state- 
ment was a grenade tossed into the 
Stelmach camp, yet another sign of 
his weak hold on the party. 

I don't believe for a second that the 
Tories will turn against their leader. 
Even if Stelmach gets poor review 
numbers — anything less than Klein's 
arbitrary number of 70 per cent 
would look terrible for a party with 


watchguard of the public purse, and 
Stelmach basically says he pulls 
numbers out of his ass. This kind 
of disrespect comes only from pro- 
found arrogance. 

Stelmach appears to be a living 
embodiment of the Peter Principle, 
the theory that employees within an 
organization will advance to their 
highest level of competence, then get 
promoted to a level at which they are 
incompetent, and stay there. Stel- 
mach was a competent, if entirely 


uninspired minister under Ralph 
Klein. Now, roughly 18 months after 
taking the Tory leadership by tapping 
into the party's deep rural roots and 
capitalizing on the party's mistrust 
of his two main opponents, Stel- 
mach is showing that winning the 
leadership remains his greatest ac- 
complishment. It’s all been downhill 
ever since. 

Stelmach apologists (if such crea- 
tures exist) will say he was dealt a 
bad hand, what with the economy 
crapping out so soon after he as- 
sumed control of North America’s 
fattest piggy bank. It’s not his fault, 
they might say, that oil and gas prices 
fell dramatically. It’s not his fault that 
successive Tory governments had no 
ability to save, no control over their 
spending, no vision for the province. 

There’s some truth to that. But the 
bottom line is that anyone can gov- 
ern successfully in good times — e.g., 
Ralph Klein, high school dropout 
and booze-soaked folk hero to Alber- 
tans — but it takes true leadership to 
succeed in bad times. 

Stelmach, clearly, doesn’t have it.

This GEO Intends To Keep His Second Job 


EARTH WATER FOUNDER 
KORI CHILIBECK IS UP FOR 
SOCIAL ENTREPRENEUR OF 
THE YEAR AWARD, BUT HE 
STILL AIN'T RICH 





Kori Chilibeck, founder and CEO of 
€arth Water, is the only guy at the 
hostel wearing a three-piece suit. 

The 30-year-old social entrepre- 
neur is speaking at a United Nations 
summit on global hunger in Wash- 
ington this week, and although he 
may look the part of a young world- 
changer, he’s still working a part- 
time job to pay his rent, flying to con- 
ferences on consumer reward points, 
and yes, staying in hostels. 

On Oct. 15, Chilibeck will sit among 
young and leading entrepreneurs, 
waiting to see if Ernst & Young, a 
professional services firm, will ac- 
knowledge his giving spirit with an 
Entrepreneur of the Year award, in 
the social entrepreneur category, for 
the Prairies. 

“This will be the third time, but 
we've never been a finalist before,” 
he says. “It always brings some cred- 
ibility.” 

Four years ago, Kori Chilibeck 
thought the popularity of bottled 
water could be put to use solving the 


safe water. Earth Water could also do 
the same if it had about nine per cent 
of the market 

Since Chilibeck created the compa- 
ny, there has been an environmental 
backlash against bottled water. There 
is resistance to the commercializa- 
tion of water as well as environmen- 
tal concerns about plastic bottles 
and the carbon footprint required to 
deliver the product. One high-profile 
moment came when the Federation 
of Canadian Municipalities, a na- 
tionwide lobby group for cities, asked 
their members to get rid of bottled 
water where they could. 

“The use of bottled water is dis- 
couraged and bottled water is not 
made available at [city] meetings,” 


says City of Edmonton spokeswom- | 


an Mary-Ann Thurber via email. 


“Pitchers of tap water are available | 


instead.” 

Thurber also notes that council- 
lors aren't supposed to be drinking 
from bottles in their offices. There 
is no overall push, however, to ban 
the bottle at city facilities used by the 
public. 

To go green, Earth Water is look- 
ing to Europe. Across the ocean, the 
company sells water in Tetra Pak, 
a carton made mostly of paper. He

world’s water crises. While living 
a frugal student's life, he launched 
€arth Water from his University of 
Alberta campus apartment. 

Today, Chilibeck still believes peo- 
ple can “vote with their money” and 
help provide clean drinking water to 
people in the poorest nations. 

Earth Water operates as a social 
enterprise. There’s staff, office space, 
and investment in new projects, but 
once that’s all paid for, the profit (if 
there is any) goes to a charitable 
cause. In the case of this unique 
company, profits go to the United 
Nations Refugee Agency and its wa- 
ter programs. 

In the last three years, Earth Water 
has donated $150,000 to help ensure 
people in the most desolate of con- 
ditions have a chance at survival. It 
may not sound like a lot of money; 
that's why Chilibeck wants people 
buying bottled water to choose Earth 
Water, and put pressure on larger 
water companies. 

“How you spend your money is as 
important as how you vote,” he says. 
“Corporations are as powerful as 
governments.” 

Chilibeck notes that if a larger 
company, such as bottled water 
leader Nestlé, could give $5 billion of 
their profits to the same UN program 
(instead of paying it out in dividends 
to shareholders) just about everyone 
in the world would be drinking clean, 


sees that product coming to Canada 
in about a year. 

Chilibeck also says there are new 
products coming out by year's end. 
The products will have the same 
approach as Earth Water; you buy 


it at the store, the money goes to | 


pay €arth Water's bills, and then to 
people who could use it, in far-flung 
corners of the world 

“The UN sees this as an expansion 
project,” he says 

That might be reassuring, since 
the last couple of years haven't made 
Chilibeck the kind of wealth magnet 
one associates with the august title 
of CEO. 

When the recession hit, Chi- 
libeck and his three partners didn't 
take salaries. Other staff got paid, 
but Chilibeck and the executives of 
€arth Water continued to work part- 
time jobs to help pay their bills. So, 
much like students trying to pay tu- 
ition, Chilibeck and his partners are 
working in restaurants, getting dirty 
at construction sites, and mixing 
drinks behind bars. 

But his frugal lifestyle won't end 
when the salaries are reassigned. 
Chilibeck will still work a second job, 
ride his bike everywhere, and stay in 
hostels when attending UN confer- 
ences, because he works for the pos- 
sibility of change, not the money. 

“The reason we exist,” he says, “is 
to give back.”

“It was the end of the world as they knew it, 
and | felt fine.” 

Well, right back at you, Asper. 

That quote came from David Asper, after 
the Montreal Gazette byline strike, and is 
one of the many gems of journalism lore 
contained in Asper Nation: Canada's Most 
Dangerous Media Company, by Marc Edge. 

Two years after the publication of that 
book, the threat the Asper family poses 
to Canadian journalism now seems all but 
gone. The aftermath of the company's 
fall may be painful for both the public and 
company employees, but it’s possible we're 
heading toward a brighter media future. 

Canwest Global Communications Corp. 
filed for bankruptcy protection this week. 
On Friday, The Globe and Mail reported that 
Paul Godfrey, the CEO of the National Post, 
was lining up investors to buy part of the 
chain, and that major papers would go on 
sale in the next couple months. The Toronto 


Star soon followed that up with an interview 
in which Godfrey denied any sale. 

The company has received creditor pro- 
tection for the section of the business that 
includes the National Post and Global TV. 
The newspaper side is separate, but Leonard 
Asper told the Financial Post that it will have 
to. undergo its own restructuring. 

It's hard to predict how this will all shake 
out, and no one's mentioned a sale of the 
Edmonton Journal as a specific possibil- 
ity, but you can’t help wondering what a 
sale would mean for our own local media 
landscape. If a smaller, more financially 
viable company bought out the Journal, for 
instance, it would certainly represent an 
improvement. Indeed, given Aspers’ attitude 
and ineptitude, the citizens of Edmonton 
could start receiving better service from the 
paper of record. 

Canwest's policy of national editorials 
and their demand that the word “insurgent” 
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be changed to “terrorist” in wire copy at 
some papers are among the most appalling 
journalistic sins in recent memory, not to 
mention the shedding of many experienced 
journalists. According to the Energy and Pa- 
perworkers Union in a release, the company 
paid $49 million to eight management level 
employees, and in the same period from 
2001 to 2008, more than 1,000 Canwest 
employees lost their jobs. 

Vancouver would also likely benefit if 
there were a newspaper sell-off. With two 
Major dailies owned by Canwest, it's very 
likely one of the papers would go on the 


auction block. Increased competition would, 


hopefully, lead to better coverage. 

It's also possible that after all the worry 
over concentrated media ownership, the 
market has taken care of the problem. We'll 
have to see how it all pans out, but we're at 
least hopeful. 

Perhaps greed is self-regulating.

In the basement of K&K Foodliner, 
a German and European specialty 
market near the corner of Whyte Av- 
enue and 99th Street, a dozen or so 
heavy-duty machines fill the space, 
glistening with water, newly cleaned. 
I’m too late to see them in action — 
up until 15 minutes ago, they were 
all up and running, smoking, slic- 
ing, mixing, and processing various 
meats and imported spices into the 
trademark products sold at the deli 
upstairs. 

Founded in 1956 by brothers Al- 
bert, Rudolph, and Leo Krause, K&K 
has two major claims to fame in the 
Edmonton meat circuit. One is that 
it makes all of its sausages in house 
The other is that it fully processes 
wild game brought in by its custom- 
ers — from moose to elk to bear to 
boar, if you can prove you bagged it 
legally, they'll cut and spice it accord- 
ing to your taste. 

Awkward disclosure time: your 
correspondent is a vegetarian. | do 
eat seafood, which means technical- 
ly I'm a pescetarian (or, as a friend 
puts it, a “fish and chippocrite”), but 
the fact remains that no matter how 
fascinating this machinery is, I’m in 
pretty obviously over my head. 

Luckily, K&K’s head of custom 
smoking, 20-year-old Tyler Walker, 
is here to accompany me. Walker 
has worked at K&K full-time for the 


past three years — his older brother 
Kevin, who married into the Krause 
family, is the store manager — and he 
knows the meat processing routine 
well. Perhaps a bit too well; after I 
ask him a fairly dumb question about 
one of the machine's blades being 
sharp, he holds up his right hand, 
which I now see has a bandaged in 
dex finger that’s missing everything 
above the top knuckle 

“Yeah,” he says with a big grin and 
what turns out to be a characteristic 
burst of laughter. “Pretty sharp.” 

The accident happened a few 
months back, and Walker has only 
been back on the job for three weeks 
(As you maybe guessed, he’s already 
cutting meat again.) He does look 
young, today wearing a matching 
green shirt and bandana, with a siz- 
able ring through the cartilage of one 
ear. Yet there's no doubt he’s acapable 
guy, one who's involved in more than 
one level of the store's operation. 

K&K does carry things like pro- 
duce, as well as aisles of juices, cook- 
ies, and spices imported from €u- 
rope (mostly Germany, Poland, and 
Hungary). But meat is clearly the 
store's big pull: it comes from several 
companies around Alberta, and K&K 
uses a secret mix of spices to give it 
a one-of-a-kind flavour. Walker also 
points out that K&K is one of very 
few stores that uses natural casings 
for its sausages — by “natural” he 
means pig intestines, and then shows 
me a barrel full of them. 

I inspect them for your sake, dear 
reader, not mine 

Price-wise, a kilo of bison or tur- 
key garlic sausage is $19.99. Ham 
is $17.99, and beef $10.99. There's

also a broad swath of cold cuts and 
individual pieces in shrink-wrap. Of 
course, if you'd rather work with 
meat you've caught yourself, you can 
pick up brother Kevin's DVD, How 
to Cut Wild Game, for $29.95 at the 
front counter. 

Other big sellers are the imported 
cheeses, with approximately 20 vari- 


eties to choose from, and European 
staples like sauerkraut and pickles. A 
large 1.5-litre jar of Wolski dill pick- 
les, which are on prominent display 
beside the deli, costs $5.19. 

K&K’s clientele used to be primar- 
ily European, but Walker says that's 
all changed in the past few years. 

“There's a lot of newer, younger 


people coming in,” he says. “People 
come from the university, because 
it's so close. In the summer we'll 
make up some wings and go through 
maybe 400 in a couple of days.” 

So if you’ve got a deer carcass 
stuffed in your freezer that you don’t 
quite know what to do with, maybe 
it’s time to pay Tyler a call.

of peace.) 

The easiest way to add a little sauce 
to this weekend's feast is to add booze, 
well, to the sauce. Gravy is arguably 
the best part of the whole feast, and 
a generous portion of hearty, dark 
beer gives it an extra jolt of flavour. 
Guinness works great, but any full- 
flavoured ale, stout, or porter will do 
just as nicely. A single can or bottle 
of beer should be sufficient, though 
you can halve this if you don’t want 
it too boozy. Lighter beer also works, 
but I find it often loses a lot of flavour 
as it cooks. Wine can be used in lieu 
of beer. For the traditional Thanks- 
giving turkey, | would stick to white 
wine, preferably one that is dry or 
a little off-dry, but not super-sweet. 
Again, proportions are largely up to 
you, and tasting it is the best way to 
determine if you're overdoing it, but 
a cup of wine or about a third of the 
bottle will probably be enough. 

You can also throw some booze in 
with the meat (or meat substitute 
— there's nothing preventing you 
from using booze with your tofur- 
key) while it's cooking. Simply add a 
generous glug of alcohol to the meat 
in its roasting pan. I find that beer 
is often not strong enough to with- 
stand the longer cooking times and 
hotter temperatures, so I would stick 
to wine or spirits. The general rule is 
to use white wine for poultry and soy, 
light red wine for ham and a hearty 
red for beef. You're certainly free to 
mix this up, but be warned that red 
wine has a lot of pigment in it and 
will stain the meat, so if you dump 
a whole bottle of Shiraz on your 
turkey it's going to end up turning a 
rather alarmirig shade of bluish-gray. 
Spirits also work well, especially the 
bold, warming flavours of bourbon, 
cognac, rum, and whisky. 

In terms of side dishes, liqueurs 
are your friends — stick to the sweet, 
savoury types. Try a shot of Amaret- 
to in a sweet potato casserole, a dash 
of mead with the stuffing, or a glug 
of Madeira in a creamy soup. (Okay, 
Madeira is technically a wine, but 
hey, let's not get pedantic.) 

Liqueurs also work really well with 
desserts, either as an accompaniment 
to the finished product or as part 
of the recipe. Try adding a dash of 
Kahlua, cinnamon schnapps, or Irish 
cream to your pumpkin pie. Coffee, 
chocolate, cream, and spice liqueurs 
will also work well in any type of pie 
or cake. You could even just drizzle 
some Grand Marnier over vanilla ice 
cream and call it a day. 

However you choose to incorpo- 
rate booze into your holiday feast, 
just remember to have fun with it. 
It's just an easy way to add a great 
dimension (and a warm, fuzzy glow) 
to the weekend's festivities. -

For more than a decade, | pretty 
much held Edmonton's Viet-restau- 
rants to the standard of the qualities 
exemplified by Pagolac’s Number 57 
The 97th Street fixture — certainly 
the big red laughing cow of their 
signage has caught your attention? 
— and its vermicelli with grilled pork 
and spring rolls tossed with lots of 
lettuce, shredded carrot and cucum- 
ber, sprouts, fresh basil, and fish 
sauce was my first real exposure to 
this particular tributary of southeast 
Asian food and imprinted itself inef- 
faceably on my tastes. 

But since my trip to Vietnam last 
summer, it's been all about the pho, 
the any-time-of-day beef noodle soup 
that's as ubiquitous as bottled water 
just about everywhere you go. 

I ate pho at morning buffets in 


staledated tropical luxury hotels 


right out of a Wong Kar-Wai movie, 
in grimy local haunts, from chain 
outlets and sidewalk stalls 


a thatched 


under 
umbrella by the South 
China Sea, ona moving train — any 
where noodles, aromatic stock, thin 
slices of beef, and always, always a 
dense confetti of fresh herbs could 
be united. It actually got so I liked 
nothing better than starting the day 
with a big 





owl of pho 

Luckily, soon after returning from 
Nam with a big pho monkey on my 
back, my perennial co-diner and I 
took a wrong turn trying to carve a 
shortcut through Queen Mary Park 
and ended up at Thai Binh Restau- 
rant. Nestled in a nondescript array 
of storefront businesses that doesn’t 
even qualify as a strip mall, it ain't 
much to look at. (Co-diner abhors 
the bathroom.) But since that fateful 
visit, we've been back every single 
weekend for the last month 

Because Thai Binh (named after 
a coastal province in the north, the 
name of which means “great peace”) 
operates solely as a lunchtime con- 
cern during the week (11 a.m.-4 
p.m.) and barely longer on Friday 
and Saturday (11 am.-7 p.m), it 


makes sense to rely on it as a source 
of late 'n’ lazy breakfast on the week 
end. I can’t explain the magic — and 
who would want to? — but pho packs 
just the right chemistry (or alchemy) 
to help you get your ass in gear for 
the afternoon, especially if you order 
some spring rolls 

Unless it's a really late breakfast — 
brunch pushing into brinner — the 
restaurant is usually pretty busy, but 
I'm happy to say this doesn't seem to 
affect the speed with which you get

your food. There's more than pho to 
Thai Binh’s menu, like sizzling rice 
and vermicelli dishes and the pork 
noodle soup known as bun bo Hue 
(weekends only), but I haven’t come 
up with a good reason not to have the 
same thing every time 

Numerous kinds of pho are avail- 
able, but the only real distinction is 
the cuts of beef represented — ice., 
how much fat and/or gristle they 


The tantalizing preview to your en- 
trée is the platter of sprouts, sprigs 
of fresh basil, and lemon slices you'll 
add to the swirling tureen of beef, 
slightly chewy rice noodles, and 
broth dosed with green and white 
onion and cilantro. The real distinc- 
tiveness lies in the beef stock which, 
though we've inquired a few times 
about the possibility of a cooking 
class, is apparently a house secret. 


There are definitely hints of cinna 
mon and star anise, perhaps lemon- 
grass and white pepper and probably 
some rare, enchanted ingredients 
from northern Vietnam — at $6.75 
a pop, I’m content to let them keep 
their secrets and just bring me the 
soup. A mere dollop of sweet, sticky 
hoisin and angry red sriracha com- 
pletes the seasoning; then you can 
dig in, spoon in one hand, chopsticks 
in the other. It’s totally acceptable to 
hover your face right over the bow] 
shoveling 


in the aromatic steam, 


and slurping to cool the noodles as 
you eat. Thai Binh’s pork-stuffed 
spring rolls (three for $3.50), light 
and crispy and ungreasy, should take 
care of whatever room you have left 
in your stomach 

I don’t know if Thai Binh makes 
the best pho in town, but I seem to 
be giving them all of my business 
anyway. The value, the speed and 
friendliness — if not the all-around 
availability — certainly add to the sat- 
isfaction I feel at the end of a meal 
there. 

If you decide to follow my lead, hit 
a bank machine first, as Thai Binh is 
a cash-only operation

Get the tequila out and your red 
shoes on: Edmonton's very own The 
Secretaries are releasing their de- 
but LP! Finally. It’s been a long time 
coming and to set the stage for the 
celebrations Saturday, I meet Amy 
van Keeken and Colleen Brown in 
the quiet, late-night glow of Martini’s 
on 109th. 

When I get there, it’s so silent you 
can hear chairs squeak. There's adude 
studying in the corner and a man by 
the window actively staring into the 
distance. But the calm doesn’t last 
long, since the party seems to just 
follow these girls around. Before | 
can drop my first question, the place 
fills with friends. It’s all happy hellos 
and introductions. The laughter gets 
louder and the conversation topics fly 
from recipes to new music to hang- 
overs and even Fish Griwkowsky ap- 
pears off the street. (Hey, Fish!) 

“And here we are, back to ‘We total- 
ly need extra cash,” Brown explains 
as van Keeken turns to talk with the 
table behind us about a restaurant 
idea. “We're multitaskers.” 

Ask any musician and they'll say 
the same thing: you have to be able 
to juggle multiple roles in this busi- 
ness, because picking up a bass (like 
Brown did four years ago) or buy- 
ing a Stratocaster (like van Keeken) 
doesn't come with a paycheque. 

“It is one of those depressing fac- 
tors that if the money's not in place, 
if you’re not getting the funding or 


support, then it’s really difficult to get 
motivated to put something out and 
to keep moving forward as a band,” 
Brown says. Indeed, not having the 
funds was the band’s only impedi- 
ment to shredding it up in the studio 
setting, since they've been shredding 
down venues all around town for 
years now. “Where do you go if you 
can’t get the money to do the record- 
ing? What's the next step? The mo- 
tivation was not just to write songs 
and to play shows, but to take it to a 
higher level of performance.” 

Those uncertainties put The Sec- 
retaries on hold around Christmas 
last year, until, like a gift from Santa, 
the grants came through. However, 
when they received the money, they 
lost their drummer, Natasha Fryzuk. 
While she happily stuck it out to 
record the album, Fryzuk knew her 
band was moving on and she couldn't 
move with them. 

“The biggest issue is that it’s a real- 
ly big step to go from being in a band 
that’s for fun and for recreation, and 
to do some recording and then next, 
step up to be in a band that goes on 
tour, and spends all its vacation time 
on tour and loses money and puts all 
their money and time and effort into 
that project,” 
single breath 

“You know when you get that pull 


Brown pushes out in a 


in your life [saying], ‘I’m not on 
my path’?” adds van Keeken. “Even 
though it's really hard for everybody, 
we totally understand and | think it’s 
really awesome that she's doing what 
she wants to do. I’m so proud of her, 
because it was hard. Like breaking up 
with somebody.” 

While they wait to fill the gap- 
ing hole left by Fryzuk, they will be 
leaning on The Brassholes, a newly 
formed three-piece horn outfit who 
play exclusively with The Secretar-

ies. They came together last year to 
support the gals at a Valentine’s Day 
gig. “They just added so much,” van 
Keeken says. “They weren't just like, 
“Kay, here we are playing our part 
— they coordinated their wardrobes, 
they added dance moves.” 

The brass fills in the deep grooves 
laid down by Brown's bass and rounds 
out the ringing of van Keeken’s gui- 
tar. Once you hear these songs with 
the horns, you can’t imagine rock 
‘n’ roll without a little trumpet. And 
that's what the new album is — some 
straight-up rock ’n’ roll. Self-titled as 
The Secretaries Featuring The Brass- 
holes, the final product rumbles. It is 


equal parts crunchy, sexy and play- 
ful, If you underestimate these kit- 
tens, they'll knock you off your feet, 
because they know why they play.

Jet drummer Chris Cester is from 
Dingley Village, a suburb of Mel- 
bourne. It has about 10,000 people 
and is known for the Dingley Inter- 
national Hotel.

The woman is unstoppable. Even 
during the darkest and most chal- 
lenging period of her struggle with 
breast cancer, she remained so af- 
firmative and energetic that her 
optimism could inspire a corpse to 
stand up and dance. A member of 
the Edmonton Symphony Orches- 
tra, a first-rate violinist, a champion 
of Canadian composers, a recording 
artist, concert producer, and head of, 
according to a friend, “Edmonton's 
most artistically inclined family” — 
her husband Tadeusz is a success- 
ful graphic artist and photographer, 
son Mikotaj is one of Canada’s most 
promising young pianists, and her 
youngest daughter Alicja is a prom- 
ising violinist — she is unique in that 


she has practically no enemies. 

“Even before her suffering be- 
gan and enforced her striving to do 
good,” another friend explains, “she 
had already been like only a few in 
her ability to spread positive en- 
ergy. Her sickness only made her 
the more sublime. You can hear this 
in her playing, full of warmth and 
metaphysical emotion. There’s never 
a ‘negative’ tone in what she plays. 
And look at her face, into her eyes — 
you'll see how the beauty of the mind 
can transcend the pain and agony of 
the body. We adore her.” 

Meet Tatiana Warszynski, who is 
presently putting the final touches 
on a project she’s been working on 
for over a year. 

“This is all about celebrating 
Fryderyk Chopin, Poland’s great- 
est composer,” she says. “2009 and 
2010 are strange dates! You've got 
two Chopin anniversaries within one 
concert season. He was born in 1810 
and died in 1849. As muchas] dislike 
‘anniversary’ events, I thought it'd be 
fitting to do something special. Since 
my son and his Czech partner Zu- 
zana are such accomplished pianists, 


I decided to prepare a concert featur- 
ing Chopin's Piano Concerti.”

Edmonton's reputation on the live 
concert circuit seems to fluctuate 
with the seasons. At times, we're 
a live performance hotbed, host- 
ing large-scale events like the Folk 
Fest that draw crowds from around 
the world and cater to fans from 
across the demographic spectrum. 
Other times, we're a pop culture 
graveyard, barely pulling in enough 
people to create a buzz in a small 
club. And we've become complacent 
with this trend. We know which ven- 
ues, which performers, and which 
promoters will draw a crowd; and 
more importantly, we know which 
ones won't. 

This is especially true in the hip- 
hop genre, where it seems like shows, 
large and small alike, are being can- 
celled on a weekly basis. In the last 
couple of months alone, Kanye West, 
Lil’ Wayne, and Mos Def have all 


bowed out of €dmonton perfor- 
mances for various reasons — some 
legitimate, and some that could be 
considered small-market fuckery. 

Maybe that's why I was surprised 
when the upcoming Jay-Z concert 
was announced — and even more 
so when | realized that it seemed to 
be going off without any large-scale 
snags or cancellation rumours. | 
guess that's a depressing statement 
to make — has Edmonton reached 
the point where we now expect an 
artist, a promoter, a booker or a ven- 
ue to drop the ball at some point dur- 
ing the process? 

It's easy to roll our collective eyes 
when another concert cancellation is 
armounced, And for the most part, 
the damage that's done is minimal 
But Jay-Z, love him or hate him, is 
one of the only hip-hop personali- 
ties who has become bigger than the 
game. In the fly-by-night genre that 
is hip-hop, not many artists remain 
relevant a decade into their career. 
Hell, most are lucky to even have 
a sophomore album that causes 
a ripple. 

But Jay-Z’s different. The man 
seemingly can’t make a wrong move 
— he’s constantly in the right place at 
the right time with the right people 
by his side. Sure, he may not be able 


to relate’ to his older fans, the ones 
who've been with him since the mid- 
‘90s, anymore, but music is a young 
man’s game, and no other rap act has 
been able to relate to the ever-chang- 
ing audience like he has 

Of course, does the Jay-Z concert 
really affect any of us? After all, why 
would we pay $149 (yes, that’s the 
high-end ticket price) for tickets to a 
show that's eight years past its artis- 
tic prime, in the hopes of hearing a 
medley of songs from The Blueprint, 
Life and Times of S. Carter, and, if 
we're lucky, Reasonable Doubt? Why 
not catch a third-string Wu-Tanger or 
some backpacker from Regina in a 
downtown club for one-tenth of the 
price instead? Granted, you won't 
have a designated seat, and the only 
light show you'll experience will be 
when the power generator cuts out, 
but it’s still a show. 

What many smaller Edmonton 
promoters are struggling with is that, 
especially when it comes to hip-hop 
shows, a city’s reputation on the con- 
cert circuit is based on attendance 
and ticket sales for shows of all sizes. 
And that reputation, good or ill, fol- 
lows us from show to show and in- 
fluences everything that’s offered, 
picked up and, eventually, promoted 
in our city. The success of shows like

“Kind Of Like King Crimson, But Fun”

It seems a little odd that a guitarist 
with a résumé as vast and impres- 
sive as Adrian Belew even needs an 
introduction, but here goes. Discov- 
ered by Frank Zappa while playing at 
a Holiday Inn in 1977, Belew joined 
Zappa's band for the double album 
Sheik Yerbouti and spent a year in 
what he has called the “Frank Zap- 
pa School of Rock.” He was subse- 
quently drafted by David Bowie and 
later David Byrne for extensive tour- 
ing and recording engagements. 

Still with me? Okay... while on 
tour with Talking Heads, he met 
Robert Fripp, who recruited him to 
front the then-dormant British prog- 
rock juggernaut King Crimson, a 
position he’s held since 1981. At the 
same time, he’s maintained mem- 
bership in the woefully underrated 


Cincinnati pop foursome The Bears, 
released nearly 20 solo albums, and 


played session guitar on Paul Si- 
mon's Graceland, Cyndi Lauper’s 
True Colors, several Laurie Ander 
son records, three Nine Inch Nails 
records, and William Shatner’s Has 
Been — and I've still barely scratched 
the surface 

Belew blew through Edmonton on 
March 12, 1990 as guitarist and mu- 
sical director with Bowie's Sound and 
Vision tour, though he barely remem- 
bers it. Nearly two decades later, he's 
finally bringing the mighty sounds 
of The Adrian Belew Power Trio to 
town. The original “studio” trio fea- 
tured Primus’s Les Claypool on bass 
and Tool’s Danny Carey on drums; 
the current, revitalized trio features 
Paul Green School of Rock prodigies 
Eric and Julie Slick. The 22-year-old 
drummer and 23-year-old bassist 
have brought new vitality and energy 
to 59-year-old Belew’s musical world, 
much as he did to Fripp and Zappa's 
those many years ago 

“They're just incredibly gifted mu- 
sicians, especially for their ages,” 
Belew says. “In three years’ time, it 
is truly arnazing to me what we've 
done. I have never had as much fun 
as I’m having touring with this band 
and I think it shows onstage too. I 
have found my vehicle for my solo 
work playing live, and | think at this 


junction in the history of music it’s 
a great time to have that. With the 
internet and CD burning and down 
loading and all that stuff that’s going 
on now, with the way that music is 
purveyed, the one thing that hasn't 
changed is live music. It seems to me 
that live music has become more im 
portant than ever.” 

The ABPT program draws from 
both King Crimson and Belew’s ex- 
tensive catalogues, with some in- 
strumental material from the new 
record, e. The sense of fun and play 
ful lyricism Belew brought to the se- 
rious, straitlaced Englishness of KC 
should be readily apparent. “When 
I joined King Crimson,” he says, “I 
was a pretty outgoing, happy young 
American bouncing all over the place 
and fun was a part of it, but I also 
felt that you needed to put a friendly 
face on King Crimson so that people 
would not be afraid to come and see 
the band. It had this vicious reputa- 
tion and part of my job was to put 
my hand out to the audience and say, 
‘Hey, it’s okay to like us!’” 

Despite fond memories of the 
currently dormant King Crimson, 
Belew's enthusiasm for his new 
band is seriously infectious. “This 
is not something you'll see very of- 
ten in your life — it’s a pretty mag-

How Many Odes Must A Man Write Down?

Pillow’d upon my fair love's ripening 
breast, 

To feel for ever its soft fall and swell, 
Awake for’ever in a sweet unrest, 
Still, still to hear her tender-taken 
breath, 

And so live ever — or else swoon to 
death. 


Perhaps you recognize this fragment 
of poetry as “Bright Star” by John 
Keats. Perhaps you don't. Lost in 
time and textbooks, it’s easy to for- 
get that poems exist not to prompt 
skill-testing exam questions, but 
because someone — a once-living, 
breathing individual — felt the need 
to write them. The realization that 
these words were written for and in- 
spired by an actual human being is 
profoundly moving and heartbreak- 
ing in and of itself. 

Often our first exposure to poetry 
by the likes of Keats, his contempo- 
raries, and all those wordsmiths who 
came before and after (up to but ex- 
cluding Dr. Seuss) is a strained expe- 
rience. I’m sure Keats never had the 
intention of terrorizing high school 
English classes for more than 100 
years, and yet “To Autumn” has be- 
come his legacy, provoking the dis- 
enfranchised to raise their hands and 
ask, “So, it's really just about leaves 
falling and shit?” 

All of which makes Bright Star, 


Campion (The Piano), such a 
touching reality check, insofar as 
it rekindles the life story of such a 
poet. 

As the movie begins, Keats (Ben 
Whishaw) is a young, unrecognized, 
brooding artist who survives by the 
kindness of far wealthier friends 
who believe in his talent — turns out 
there wasn’t much money in poetry 
back then, either. His brother is sick 
andthe girl next door doesn’t think 
much of verse in general, or his in 
particular. Life sucks, which explains 
Keats's emo edge. 

Life gets a little more interesting, 
however, when that girl next door, 
whose name is Fanny Brawne (Ab- 
bie Cornish), decides to breach the 
sanctity of his dusty, depressing 
study. The curious creature she is, 
all pert, smart, and a self-styled fash- 
ionista (she sews her own colourful 
designs), intrigues Keats. She bats 
about his writing partner, Charles 
Brown (Paul Schneider), and his 
profession, declaring, “My stitching 
has more merit and admirers than 
your two scribblings put together 
.. and I can make money from it.” 
Oh snap! 

But when Fanny looks into Keats's 
tired eyes, she shows him sympathy 
and favours his brother with gifts and 
good wishes in his dying days. From 
there it's all stolen glances, love let- 
ters, and the insufferable “whoosh- 
ing” from the rushing hearts of 
forbidden love. Okay, it’s not so 
much forbidden as unwise. Keats is 
dirt poor, after all — “To Autumn” 
hasn't hit those bloody expensive 
anthologies yet. 

It's exceedingly Jane Austen-esque, 
but with more handholding and even 
kissing. (If you’re a fan of Austen's, 
you'll understand how scandalous

but the film rewards your patience 
with expansive compositions of fields 
filled with vivid bluebells, sweeping 
green grasses, and soft white buds. 
Often it seems like a waking dream 
in which butterflies dance in the 
sunlight and Fanny glows amongst 
the wings. Through Campion's lens, 
England looks its very best, which is 
only fitting for the portrait of one of 
the most prominent of the roman- 
tic poets. Campion presents Keats's 
world as he saw it: through misty, 
idealistic eyes. 

Fanny's costumes provide a nearly 
comic contrast in the face of such 
a sensuous background. They are 


ly colours with entirely too many 
ruffles. Seeing Fanny’s ginormous 
hats trimmed with layers of bows 
next to the holes in her love’s navy 
blue jacket is perhaps the most en- 
dearing feature of this couple. Oh, 
I guess there's the poetry too, which 
is gently integrated into the already 
lyrical script. 

The screenplay, written by Cam- 
pion but based on a biography by 
Andrew Motion, is filled with pas- 
sionate prose, which, again, serves 
to honour the poet. But that doesn't 
make yelling lines like “There is a 
holiness to the heart's affection you 
know nothing about” easy. Never-

The dedication Keats shows Fan- 
ny is almost unbelievable, except 
he wrote the damn words himself.

As is their usual method, the 
Dardennes don’t give us any clues 
into Lorna's state of mind except 
what we can extrapolate from her 
actions. Their visual style isn’t quite 
as oppressive as it was in Rosetta or 
Le Fils ~ you no longer feel as if the 
camera is sitting on the characters, 
bearing down relentlessly upon them 
every moment they're onscreen.

her Belgian citizenship; the idea is 
that she will then marry a Russian 
mobster in order to get him his citi- 
zenship and use her share of the Rus- 
sian man’s fee for the down payment 
on a snack bar which she'll run with 
her boyfriend from back home. 

But underneath this complicated 
love quadrangle, Lorna's Silence is 
really about exchanges of money. 
The first image of the film is of 
Lorna depositing some cash into the 
bank, and almost every scene after 
that involves some kind of monetary 
transaction: Claudy giving Lorna 
some money to buy medicine to 
ease his withdrawal cramps, Lorna 
collecting a bonus payment from 
her handler Fabio to compensate 
her for the hassle of dealing with 
Claudy’s addiction; Lorna attempt- 
ing to give money to her in-laws but 

a t 


he’s not likely to survive long enough 
to hold up Lorna’s marriage to the 
mobster. And when Claudy, incon- 
veniently, decides to make a genuine 
effort to kick his habit instead of dy- 
ing on schedule like he's supposed 
to, Fabio casually remarks to Lorna 
that he can always arrange for Clau- 
dy to overdose. Junkies go cold tur- 
key and then overdose all the time, 
he says; no one will find it the least 
bit suspicious. 

But to what extent is Lorna a will- 
ing participant this scheme? That 
question is the true source of in- 
trigue in Lorna's Silence. While she 
mostly regards Claudy’s pathetic 
addiction with contempt — refusing 
even to wait around with him when 
he checks himself into the hospital 
for a detox — she clearly also balks 
at the idea of killing him. She even 
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any less of an ethical vise grip. Arta 
Dobroshi is in every single scene 


an unsentimental but nevertheless 
deeply sympathetic performance as 
a woman who has placed herself in a 
situation where she can no longer af- 
ford the luxury of a conscience. (Late 
in the film, when Fabio’s henchman 
takes Lorna on a car ride, you don’t 
have to have seen Adriana’s final mo- 
ments on The Sopranos to feel your 
stomach clench up with anxiety.) 

In the end, it’s only when Lorna 
is stripped of everything — when 
money no longer matters or can help 
her — that we see her soul laid bare. 
With its thoughtful, subtle perfor- 
mances and powerfully moral per- 
spective on human nature, Lorna's 
Silence is more than worth the SS 
of a ticket.

Documentarian and experimental 
filmmaker Richard P. Rogers died in 
2001 at the age of 57, his life cut short 
by brain cancer. Also cut short was 
the completion of a 20-year project 


| an autobiographical film, intended to 


encapsulate his whole life. 

But strangely, despite Rogers's 
untimely death, his film now exists 
thanks to his former student and 
friend, Alexander Olch, who worked 
essentially as a surrogate filmmaker, 
culling through more than 200 hours 
of footage to complete the Herculean 


task that his mentor couldn't. 


The narrative of the resulting film, 
The Windmill Movie, is surpris- 
ingly linear, taking us through Rog- 
ers's upbringing in the Hamptons 
(yes, he grew up in the Hamptons), 
student (and later professor) life at 
Harvard, life as an avant-garde art- 


| ist and womanizer in New York, and 
of Lorna's Silence, and she gives | 


the sudden decline of health. Where 
the film is ambitious is in its explora- 
tion of the grab bag of themes, con- 
flicts, and obsessions at the centre of 
Rogers's life and art. It's a-film that 
delves into more ideas than it can 
possibly explore, but what would a 
project like this be if it weren't overly 
ambitious? 

One of the headiest ideas in The 
Windmill Movie, and an artistic ob- 
session of Rogers's, is the relation- 
ship between fiction and reality in 


documentary film. This notion is — 


sewn right into the film’s concept, 
with someone:else at the helm of

in Rogers's friend, actor 
Moore's new doc, Capitalism: A Love 
Story) to “play” the filmmaker in 
recreations of earlier scenes, which 
is an interesting way of exploring 
this question of fiction vs. reality, but 
I don't think it does much to answer 
it. Shawn's warm presence is more 
effective simply as a way of human- 
izing Rogers. 

Rogers was a skilled filmmaker, 
and many images, mundane as they 
may be, are poetic and lovely, more 
so than the home video footage ex- 
pected from documentaries like this. 
He fretted over whether his project 
had a point, and I think his ability to 
beautifully capture life in itself makes 
it worthwhile. Rogers resented that 
he could never be Steven Spielberg, 
but I hope he was at least aware of 
how welcome his unique and messy 
vision was. 

Had Rogers managed to finish his 
own autobiography, it would likely 
have been an astounding achieve- 
ment. But perhaps the film wasn't 
unfinished just because of his un- 
timely death — labyrinthine and am- 
bitious in its conception, it seems as 
though it was always an impossible 
project. What we do have is some- 
thing that's interesting and beautiful, 
but ultimately a fragmented echo of 
a masterpiece. = mae

work (most of us?), Metro Cinema 
will screen his short film Quarry 
before The Windmill Movie.

part of a certain artistic tradition, 
and filtered through a series of influ- 
ences Andersson often wears on his 
sleeve.

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a film brings these things to the table 
and takes on “humanity” as its sub- 
ject matter, it had better offer some- 
thing great. And certainly there’s a 
lot here to enjoy, but the stationary 
camera is perhaps indicative of what 


doesn't work for me: whatever fluid- 
ity and movement the film lacks in 
visual style it lacks also in narrative 
structure. We're shown staccato bits 
of human absurdity in shot after 
shot. There are many scenes with 
jarring and interesting perspectives, 
but Andersson seems to assume 
that showing us these end-points 
is enough. 

At the end of Fellini's 8 1/2, Marcel- 
lo Mastroianni's life devolves into an 
absurd circus of characters from his 
life, all marching to the overwhelm- 
ing sounds of Nino Rota’s score. It’s 
a scene that encapsulates the same 
“beautiful confusion” of life that 
Andersson takes as his subject, but 
it earns that moment by virtue of 
everything that came before it, and 
the movement from one moment to 
the next. In You, The Living, these 
moments are mere snapshots, and 
Andersson tries to draw the same 
pathos from them in isolation, as if 
attempting to concentrate the for- 
mula. The final product is a series of 
punchlines with no buildup, and it's 
surprisingly surface-level, as if life 
were only the sight gag, rather than 
the dance that leads into it. 

Some moments — like the one 
where dozens of people pack them- 
selves like sardines into a bus stop 
during a downpour — become so 
detached from the narrative flow of 
the film that they feel more like clips 
from a quirky ad campaign than parts 
of a movie with such lofty ambitions. 
And okay, I may be guilty of cultural 
stereotyping here, but somewhere 
during one of the many cleverly 
framed oddball shots featuring some 
strange Swedish dude addressing the 
camera, I couldn’t help thinking this 
is the longest damn Ikea commercial 
I've ever seen. = 

But to be fair, Ikea commercials are 
often great, and much of the photog- 
raphy in You, The Living is as beauti- 
ful as it is quirky, and the vignettes 
are sporadically poignant and hilari- 
ous. It's the sort of thing that could 
be masterful, if it hadn't apeeey 
failed conceptually.

The Landlord, released in 1970, is |

The linear storyline of The 
Landlord is ordinary at best, but Ash- 











by’s skill as a cutter frees him to ex- 
plore its explosive subtext in a more 
comprehensive manner than more 
scene-driven directors would be able 
to. This fragmentation of scenes and 
characters is a perfect complement 
to the fragmentation that was North 
American society in 1969 and im 
bues the film with an “of the time 
feel that, paradoxically, feels timeless

Beau Bridges gives one of the best 
performances of his career as the 
confused and caring Elgar, encourag 
ing the audience to identify with his 
predicament while Ashby undercuts 
the character's heroism with sly digs 
at his lily-white brand of liberalism 
It's Bridges’ film all the way, but he 


is supported by a tremendous sup 


porting cast (including Pearl Bailey 
and Lou Gossett) who give perfor 
mances remarkably free of “acting” 
or “characterization.” The film feels 
remarkably real, as if all these indi 
viduals were shaped and moulded 
by the building itself as opposed to 
Ashby’s scissors 

As you watch The Landlord, even 
if you've never heard of Hal Ashby, 
you get the feeling it was made by 
someone who someday, sc mehow 
would create a masterpiece but is

Preteen's Way Of Looking At A Blackbird 


A CHILD MOLESTER HAS AN 
UNWELCOME REUNION WITH 
HIS VICTIM 15 YEARS LATER:

It's the day after Roman Polanski’s 
arrest in Switzerland on a U.S. arrest 
warrant, more than 30 years after 
pleading guilty to “unlawful sexual 
intercourse with a minor,” then flee- 
ing to France to evade imprisonment 
The case is on everybody's mind — es- 
pecially actors James Macdonald and 
Tracey Power, who've spent the last 
three weeks rehearsing Blackbird, 
a play by Scottish playwright David 
Harrower that also deals with a man 
whose sexual relationship with a mi- 
nor suddenly resurfaces many years 
later. The situations aren't exactly 
parallel — Macdonald's character has 
served his time in prison, and that 
long-ago sexual encounter was ... 
well, if not consensual, then at least 
more mutually desired than Polan- 
ski’s — but Blackbird certainly raises 
the same issues: of justice, punish- 
ment, guilt, and sexual boundaries as 
the Polanski case. 

“It's that grey area where justice 
shades into vengeance,” Macdonald 
says. “Should he be persecuted forev- 
er? In the case of my character, Ray, 
the argument he makes is that he did 
his sentence, he went to prison, and 
now is trying to become a productive 
member of society again. Now, some 
people would say that person should 
never be admitted back into society. 
Ray was imprisoned before there was 
a sex-offender registry; nowadays, a 
sex offender would likely never be 


able to be rehabilitated because his 
crime would be publicized wherever 
hetried to relocate. Now, maybe that’s 
a good thing. But maybe it isn’t.” 

Indeed, Ray says he doesn’t even 
consider himself as a pedophile 
Of course, he would say that: he’s 
changed his name and moved to a 
new city — why not disown his past 
crime as well? But when Una, the 
girl he had sex with 15 years ago, 
when she was 12, tracks him down 
and confronts him at his workplace, 
their conversation reveals that their 
relationship was not a simple case of 
predator and victim 

“She fell in love with him,” says 
Power simply. “But being 12, she had 
a lot of people in charge of her and 
informing her what happened and 
saying what happened was wrong 
So the question becomes how much 
of that love do you hang onto as your 
truth, versus what you're being told 
is the truth?”

ter with Una was an aberration or if 
he's simply a pedophile in deep denial 
“T love the idea that people will make 
up their own minds about that. Some 
people will say that for someone 
who had a sexual relationship with a 
12-year-old girl, there’s no excuse, no 
way for that to be forgiven. But there 
will be others who find Ray’s argu- 
ment persuasive — that you can't help 
who you fall in love with. I was think- 
ing about this the other day: people 
always think of love as such a posi- 
tive force, but it can be so destruc- 
tive as well. But whatever it is in the 
eyes of the world, it is love, and likely 
the only love either of these people 
has ever felt. Also, as he points out 
to Una, she initiated the relation- 
ship. But of course, her response 


is, ‘I was a child! You should have 
known better.’ I think there is such 
a thing as a sexually aggressive child, 
but an adult has to recognize the 
nature of that situation and behave 
like an adult.” 

“And a huge part of Una still is 
a child,” Power adds, “and doesn’t 
know who she is and is lost and is in 
search of what she wants. For me, so 
much of the play is about surviving 
— Una isa survivor, but at what cost? 
What happens to you when you give 
up so much of her life, so much of 
who you are, just to surviving?”

Blackbird is a strange-looking play 
on the page, with minimal stage di- 
rections and dialogue that consists 
mostly of half-sentences and frag- 
mented phrases laid out in ragged, 
often unpunctuated lines like a 
poem. “It plays more fluidly than it 
reads,” Power says. “It looks so cut 
up on paper, but it's actually a very 
natural way of speaking.” 

Macdonald agrees — for him, the 
trick is realizing that the dialogue is 
triggered as much by what the other 
actor is doing physically as by what 
they say. Indeed, even when he’s run- 





ning lines, he’s found he can't do it 
alone — “I'll be sitting there and I'll 
tell Tracey, ‘I need your eyes here,’” 


he says. “I need that emotion, I need 
that response. I need whatever it is, 
because just looking at her is what 
fuels the character and fuels the 
performance. It’s a play about two 
people with so much to say to each 
other, and no idea how to say it.” 

An intense, sexually charged two- 
hander about female victimhood: 
sounds like perfect material for 
Roman Polanski. I wonder if he’s 
available?

It doesn’t get creepier than this: an

empty Victorian mansion near an 
isolated bog, a recently dead recluse, 


a less-recently dead child, rumours 
of strange occurrences, and the 
poor, luckless London solicitor who's 
sent in to clear up the paperwork. 
The Woman in Black has all the in- 
gredients of a supernatural thriller 
to induce screams and nightmares 
in all who see it. Adapted from the 
novel by Susan Hill, the show flows 
at a stately pace, well befitting its 
language and theme. Despite a nar- 
rative that sounds ... well, rather 
like narration, there are numerous 
well-paced laughs to help break the 
building tension. 

The venerable John Wright plays 
Arthur Kipps, an older gentleman 
who is haunted by a dark story 
from his past. In order to exorcise 
the horror he experienced at Eel 
Marsh House in his younger days, 
he has brought his story to an actor, 
played by Mark Jenkins, to be played 
out onstage. Jenkins, as the actor, 
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takes on the role of the younger 
Mr. Kipps, and Wright, as the elder 


Kipps, plays a wide variety of roles | 


to support the retelling of his own 
story. The play-within-a-play works 
well and is a clever convention to 
keep an epic cast of characters to a 
producible size 

And this production is a lot of fun: 
it’s tense and full of sudden, scream- 
with Wright 
and Jenkins guiding the audience 


worthy moments, 


through a haunted house ride full | 
of black apparitions and fog, while | 
the soundscape of menacing bass | 


and nightmare screams (courtesy of 
Dave Clarke) is enough to keep even 
the most stalwart soul on the prover- 
bial edge of their seat. 

But despite this terrific (in all sens- 
es of the word) sense of mood and 
well-paced tension, the play has its 
share of disappointments. Most no- 
table is Jenkins, who, with his sloppy 
and inconsistent English dialect and 





| Alberta-boy demeanour, is an odd 





casting choice. Once you get past 
the dialect — if you can get past it — 
Jenkins still performs with his usual 


| likeability, but unlike his work in 


last year's excellent Buddy, here he 
does not shine. And John Wright — 
how can you possibly criticize John 
Wright? — feels almost too smooth 
and is lacking spontaneity in his 
largely narrative-driven roles. 

But all that said, the show is still 
good. And the acting is good too. 
Good, not great, which is some- 
thing of a disappointment given the 
very high calibre of the perform- 
ers involved. Kudos go to designer 
Paul Bezaire for his terrifically ee- 
rie set, and to Cory Sincennes for 
great, atmospheric lighting that both 
hides and reveals terrifying mo- 
ments for the screaming audience's 
enjoyment. 

And scream they do. To the young 
lady who sat behind me — I hope 
your voice recovers faster than my 
eardrums did.

Every theatre director has a wish 
list of plays they would like to take 
on at some point in their careers. 
Amy DeFelice was introduced to the 
work of playwright Conor McPher- 
son through her father James, who 
taught Irish drama at the university.

Beautiful, yes. But also absurd, 
magical, and maybe a little drunk. 
Indeed, one of the aspects of the 
play that she particularly appreci- 
ates is the sense of metaphorical- 
or-not. “There's a feeling that some- 
one happened to sit next to you, 
someone you'll never see again, so 
they tell you their story in gory de- 
tail,” she says. “There's a bit of a 
confessional aspect.” 

The setup of St. Nicholas is simple 
enough: a theatre critic falls in love 
with a performer, an actress play- 
ing Salome. But one thing leads 
to another, and the next thing you 
know, there he is telling you his sto- 
ry, whether you believe him or not. 
DeFelice laughs a bit at what comes 
next. “In this case, it sets off a crisis 


for the critic. and goes on this ridicu- 
lous, quixotic quest that ultimately 
ends with him falling in the hands of 
some vampires.” 

It may sound far-fetched, but then 
again, he might merely be being 
metaphorical. There are plenty of 
people in the theatre world, after all, 
who vant to suck your blooooood! 
“The relationship that a performer 
has with an audience — there’s some- 
thing vampiric about it,” DeFelice 
says. “We feed off their energy, and 
there’s something fun about that. 
You get a high. | suppose from the 
other side of it, an audience feeds off 
the actors too.” 

And speaking of parasites, it's no 
accident that our narrator is a critic, 
someone who feeds from the artists, 
holding the power of life and death 
(of a play, anyway) in his hands. “I 
think there’s something about the job 
of a theatre critic — it gives one a lot 
of power, and it’s often someone who 
wants to write but hasn't been able 
to, someone who has high standards 
and is used to being the smartest per- 
son in the room. It’s creation versus 
destruction.” 

An audience watching a theatre 
critic, that most cynical and ana- 
lytical of creatures, begging you to 
believe what he is saying. He's at 
your mercy, for a change, and he is 
scared. But that’s the point of the 
play, and really, aren't we all a little 
bit of a critic when it comes down 
to it? * 

“It's about fear,” DeFelice says, 
“about the things we create to be 
frightened of, like vampires. But 
when it comes down to it, it’s the 
normal things — losing your job or 
aging — that are really frightening. 

“One thing I'd say though: be care- 
ful when you're drinking in the bar 
afterwards — actors can be as dan- 
gerous as vampires! It's dangerous 
to become enamoured of performers 
in general.”

Pain and pleasure: two concepts that 
seem diametrically opposed. But Hé- 
léne Blackburn, artistic director for 
the Montreal-based contemporary 
dance company Cas Public, doesn't 
see it that way. Instead, she sees how 
they are, to use a dance metaphor, 
partners. 

“You need to accept one in order 
to receive the other,” she explains 
while ordering lunch during a stop in 
Vancouver. “I think we are in a soci- 
ety where we tend to avoid pain. We 
often have a bad conception of pain. 
As a dancer, it's a daily condition. 
When you deal with your body, if 
you want to achieve something, you 
need to pass by some sort of level 
of pain.” 

In Cas Public's latest tour, brought 
to Edmonton by the Brian Webb 
Dance Company, Blackburn pres- 
ents Suites Cruelles, in which her 
dancers explore the relationship be- 
tween pain and pleasure in 20 short 
vignettes, each one lasting between 
one and three minutes. The piece in- 
cludes, among others, a duet danced 
with one blinded partner, a solo 
where a voice meditates on contrast- 
ing ideas such as death and sexuality, 
and a group performance in which all 
the dancers take to the stage in high 
heels. And I mean all of them. 

“€ven the men are wearing high- 
heeled shoes,” she says. “Which is 
so funny, because finally we got the 


large high-heeled shoes required for 
the men and they were just so happy. 
So suddenly they want to try high 
heels, but after half an hour they 
said, ‘That's really painful. How can 
you wear that?’” That's the trade-off, 
boys! Blisters for a sexier strut. 

Yet another section sees the con- 
temporary dancers in classical pointe 
shoes — one more torture device that 
has provided audiences with centu-

tense. [Audiences] must accept that.

And perhaps, intensity can be seen 
as just one more state of being that 
teeters between pain and pleasure. 
“It may be a little extreme,” Black- 
burn says, “but I think most of the 
dancers are a little bit masochistic. 
You have to have a little bit of mas- 
ochism to dance day after day, so it 
was just so easy to jump [into the 
concept]. | think it is so interesting 
to see how a simple gesture of plea- 
sure in daily life can drive you to a 
really bad condition. Like drinking. 
If you’re drinking too much, you will 
get trouble. But most of the trouble 
we have in life comes from the things 
we like.”

Because there’s a ballot measure in 
Maine that would strip same-sex 
couples in that state of their newly 
won right to wed. Help protect mar- 
riage equality in Maine by making a 
donation — right now — at www.pro- 
tectmaineequality.org. And religious 
bigots in Washington State, where I 
live, are attempting to repeal a do- 
mestic-partnership law at the ballot 
box. Protect the rights of same-sex 
couples in Washington by making 
a donation — right now — at www.

And in addition to throwing some 
money around, HTRC, I think 
you should consider lifting one 
of the readings from my friends’ 
ceremony. 

“Marriage is a vital social institu- 
tion,” the reading began. “The exclu- 
sive commitment of two individu- 
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als to each other nurtures love and 
mutual support. Civil marriage is at 
once a deeply personal commitment 
to another human being and a highly 
public celebration of the ideals of 
mutuality, companionship, intimacy, 
fidelity, and family. Because it fulfills 
yearnings for security, safe haven, 
and connection that express our 
common humanity, civil marriage is 
an esteemed institution and the de- 
cision whether and whom to marry 
is among life's momentous acts of 
self-definition.” 

So touching, so true, and so uni- 
versal — who could argue with those 
sentiments? Everyone at the wed- 
ding was nodding. And the reading 
continued ... 

“It is undoubtedly for these con- 
crete reasons, as well as for its 
intimately personal _ significance, 
that civil marriage has long been 
termed a ‘civil right.’ Without the 
right to choose to marry, one is ex- 
cluded from the full range of human 
experience.” 

After the reading — which was 
done by a gay friend of the couple — 
the officiant identified the source: it 
was from the 2003 Massachusetts 
Supreme Judicial Court decision 
that legalized same-sex marriage in 
that state. It was a lovely gesture: 
the gay couples at the wedding were 
touched and the hetero couples were 
reminded of the injustice that gay 
couples face. 

It would be wonderful if this pas- 
sage from the Massachusetts court's 
ruling on marriage equality caught 
on as a wedding reading, HTRC. 
The gay people in the pews will be 
touched, and with any luck, any 
straight guests who oppose marriage 
equality will take a moment to re- 
consider their positions. At the very 
least, they'll know where the bride 
and groom stand. 


I'm a high-school student, gay, 
but whenever someone asks me, | 
lie and say I'm not. I feel like I'm 
ashamed of who I am and that I'm 
dishonoring every openly gay per- 
son. But I don’t know what else to 
do.
